It seems that 1 Miss Sarah Kessler, a 
woman of 35. had been keeping com­ 
pany with a young man by the name 
of Herbert Mott. She frequently vis­ 
ited at the home of Mr and Mrs. Wm. 
Walter and was thought to be a friend 
of their daughter Lulu. 
Thanksgiving evening Lulu met Mr. 
Mott in company with Miss Sarah 
Houser, a young girl of about 16. 
On 
returning home, where she found Miss 
Kessler, she mentioned this 
fact. 
The nex t day Miss Houser received a 
box of chocolates, which 
appeared 
badly mussed, nearly all of them being 
crushed and broken. 
With the candy 
which came through the postofflce 
was received a letter signed with the 
name of Lulu Walter. 
When 
Mrs. 
Houser 
caody 
she 
suspected 
wrong, and forbade her 
eat it. Sarah, however, 
mother’s 
absence 
got 
and ate one piece. 
A 
afterwards shs was taken very ill and 
was confined to her bed a day and a 
half. Some weeks later Miss Houser 
met Miss Walters’ brother on the 
street and told him that if Miss Lula 
was not careful they would put her 
where she belonged and told him of 
the candy. 
The young 
man went 
home and imparted the awful news to 
the family. Miss Walter was horri­ 
fied. She at once went to the home 
of Miss Houser, where she was given a 
cool reception and then and there as­ 
serted her innocence. The letter was 
shown her and she declared at once it 
was the hand writing of Miss Kessler 
an i brought forth letters that the 
latter had written and the writing 
was identical. Yet there remained a 
doubt in the minds of the Houser 
family, so Miss Walter told them to 
comedown to her home th at evening 
and she would have Miss Kessler come ! 
over and they would question her as 
to the candy aud letter. 
At first Miss Kessler denied every­ 
thing: but finally admitted writiDg 
the letter, saying she met a frail little 
woman whom she did not know, and 
she asked her to write it and sign 
Miss Walter’s name to it, which she 
did. At last she admitted that she 
also sent the candy, but would not 
say what she put in it. 
When Miss Walter threatened to 
put the candy and the letter in the 
hands of* tbe postmaster and let the 
government take the m atter up, Miss 
Kessler got frightened and offered Mr. 
Walter $1,200, of which she had lately 
came into possession through the set­ 
tlement of an estate, if they would 
drop tbe matter. 
This he refused, 
saying that it was not money he 
wanted, but the ex oneration of his 
daughter’s character. 
The matter was then dropped until 
a week ago when rumors reached the 
ears of the Walters that their daugh 
ter must be guilty or they would not 
let the m atter rest so easily. 
They 
then saw Miss Kessler again and made 
her promise that she would publish a 
signed acknowledgement of her guilt 
in tbe Mendota papers. As she failed 
to do this, Mr. Walter gave an account 
of the whole m atter to the editor of 
the Sun-Bulletin, and after it was in 
type Mr. Walter brought Miss Kessler 
to the newspaper office, where she 
acknowledged the truth of the state 
ment, but gave no reasons for her 
action.

A hole is cut in the ice in the center 
of the tloor of the chapel. 
From this 
the people are baptized by sprinkling 
by the priests, sind the faithful mem­ 
bers of the Greek church go In vast 
crowds to get their share, while reli­ 
gious devotees often plunge into the 
lee cold flood through the hole. If they 
catch cold and die, as they often do. 
heaven is secured for them.

make

thresholds to prevent the evil spirits 
that are driven from the water from 
taking refuge in their houses.—Chicago 
News.

The idea of protecting ships by means 
of armor appears to have originated 
in the United States, hut the French 
were the first to adopt it. Five floating 
batteries were constructed in France 
with oak sides eight inches thick, pro­ 
tected by armor four aud three-eighths 
inches thick. 
In March, 1855, the first 
of these, the Tonnante, mounting six­ 
teen guns, was launched at Brest, and 
the other four were all launched in the 
same y ear. 
These vessels were first 
used at the bombardment of Kinburn 
In the Black son on the 17th October, 
1855. Two English vessels—the Erebus 
and Terror--were at once built on simi­ 
lar lines, hut did not arrive at Kinburn 
till the 24th of October, too lute to take 
part in the bombardment. 
The resalts of this experiment were 
so satisfactory that the French govern­ 
ment fitted a wooden frigate, then 
building, with armor of the same thick­ 
ness, and in November, 1859, the first 
Ironclad frigate, La Gloire, of 5,600 
tons displacement and 800 horsepower, 
was launched.—l ’earson’s Weekly .
